WEST POINT, N. Y., Jan. 14.—The 
congressional committee investigating 
thee barges of hazing at the military 
in ademy today held an .executive ses­ 
sion of two hours before resuming the 
bearing of the testimony. 
The tirst witness examined today was 
Cadet 
Lewis Brown, 
Jr., of 
Rhode 
Island, who acted as one of Cadet Kcl- 
er's seconds in his fight with Oscar L. 
Booze. 
Brown was sworn by Judge 
Binith 
and examined 
by Cnairman 
Dick. 
He said he first entered the academy 
in 1895, but was discharged in 1896 and 
re-entered 
again in 
the summer 
of 
1897. 
In reply to Congressman Wagner 
of Pennsylvania he said: 
“I was not consulted as to the p r o ­ 
priety of calling out Cadet B o o ze but 
was asked by Keller to act as one of 
his seconds in his tight with Booze on 
Aug. 6, 
He named all the cadets who were 
present ut the fight, but was nut quite 
sure who acted as referee. He thought 
ll was Cadet Wray. Witness went in­ 
to the details of the fight and said 
that while there was not an effective 
blow 
struck during 
the light, Booze 
lay down. 
He whimpered and did not get up 
when his seconds asked him to do so . 
Witness heard some person say that 
Booze was hit in the solar plexus, he 
thought that it was Keller who said so, 
but the witness did not see such a blow 
struck. 
"W as anything said to the principals 
previous to the fight that it was to 
be to u finish?” asked Mr. Wagner. 
"No, that was generally understood,” 
replied tile witness. 
"I never knew a 
man to go into a fight to quit.” 
"it 
is a 
question 
of honor, 
then, 
whether a man continues fighting when 
be sees his opponent is getting the bet­ 
ter of him ?” said Mr. Driggs. 
“No, I think it is a question of cour­ 
age, sir." 
Mr. W agner questioned the witness 
at length on the m anner in which 
an 
opponent 
was selected 
to 
fight a 
fourth class 
man who had refused to 
obey some upper class man. 
The witness 
said 
that the fourth 
class men generally had the advantage 
of weight und reach. 
"Now, isn't it a false pretense and an 
unmanly aet to m atch an upper class 
man against a new man who has on­ 
ly one chance out of six of winning?" 


asked Mr. W agner. 
"T hat was not so in the case of Kell­ 
er and Booze. 
Booze had the ad v an ­ 
tage of height and reach and if he hail 
continued to light he might have won,” 
was the reply. 
The witness insisted that the scrap­ 
ping committee always tried to mutch 
the men as equally as possible. 
In reply to Mr. Smith the 
witness 
stated that he had never engaged in 
any fight except when he was at school. 
"L>iu you ever hear of any code of 
fighting outside of the West Point code, 
where a man m ust continue when he is 
practically overmatched and beaten?" 
asked Mr. Smith. 
"There is a distinction, sir, between 
a man fighting until he cannot con­ 
tinue and a m an quitting when he is 
not distressed.”

DESIGNERS OF DEFENDERS OF THE AMERICA’S CUP 


A l EA R LY half a century 
ngo--4'> 
IM years Inst August, to be explicit - 
occurred the first real event in in­ 
ternational yachting. When the Amer­ 
ica dropped anchor off Cowes. Isle of 
Wight, after her great race with the 
Britishers, the ripples started on that 
occasion grew into waves that have 
•lace beat against the shores of two 
hemispheres. 
According to inimitable 
Punch, Queen Victoria was as lovely 
then as she was youthful, and impatient 
to boot. When she inquired of the sig­ 
nal officer what vessel was first.»after 
Waiting all day for news, she was an­ 
swered, “The Yankee is first, your m aj­ 
esty.” 
“Ah! 
Then which is second?" 
She demanded impatiently. “Alas, your 
majesty, there ain’t no second; nary 
one in sight!” 
And so K has been ever since the cup 
of the Royal Yacht squadron won by 
th# America in ISSI was brought across 
the water. 
Intrinsically worth about 
the hundred ounces of silver entering 
Into its composition, for artistically it 
Is a horror, probably 
£1.000,000 has 
been expended In attem pts to recap­ 
ture this trophy of American skill in 
seamanship. 
Nineteen years after it was carried 
away from England, or In 1870, British 
yachtsmen sent over the Cambria to 
bring it back. She was defeated by the 
Magic. 
The next year the Columbia 
and the Sappho beat the I.ivonia, and 
five years later, in 1876, the Madeline 
won from the Canadian yacht Countess 
of DufTerin. 
So little was thought of 
these American yachts that very few 
particulars have been preserved as to 
their origin. The Magic and the Colum­ 
bia were owned by Franklin Osgood, 
and of the former it is on record that 
she was last overhauled before the race 
by the late David Carli of City Island, 
but that it was difficult to say who was

known, was designed by George Steers 
and built by William If. Brown, while 
the Sappho was overhauled under the 
care of Robert Fisk before beating the 
Livonia. 
The Madeline when she bent 
the Canadian was called "an old timer” 
and was owned by J. S. Dickerson. 
Within a * score of years the Amer­ 
icans awoke to the real importance of 
the task they had before them of keep­ 
ing the cup on this side the Atlantic, 
and In 1881 Mr. A, Cary Smith designed 
the Mischief, which walked away from 
the Atalanta, designed by Alexander 
Cuthbert. Mr. Smith was an artist who 
took a fancy to yacht designing, and 
because of having been somewhat of a

Thus in ll international races America 
has held her own and come forward ev­ 
ery time with some new and uncon­ 
querable aspirant for honors In John 
Bull’s chosen field of prowess. Though 
Burgess is dead, the builders of the tri­ 
umphant trio which succeeded his are 
still living and doing business at the 
old stand. They are so well known that 
it might seem a work of supererogation 
to more than mention the famous H er­ 
reshoffs of Bristol, R. I., who have In 
hand the racer which may compete in 
the coming race of 1901. They come of 
deep rooted New England stock and 
have all the sturdy qualities of born 
sailors. 
Though the eldest member of 
the firm, John Brown Herreshoff, is to­ 
tally blind, he can design any kind of 
vessel as well as one possessed of sight. 
In fact, It is said that the only man 
who can probably surpass him In his 
chosen profession Is his youngest broth­ 
er, Nathaniel Greene, or Nat H erre­ 
shoff, w'ho is a past master of the art 
and has built more fast yachts perhaps 
than any other man living. 
He has 
been hands and eyes to his blind broth­ 
er, and their minds work in unison to 
produce the most wonderful creations 
of the yacht builders’ skill. Trained by 
long study in technological schools and 
in that best of ail schools, experience, 
with unlimited capital at command and 
profiting by the triumphs of former 
years, it is thought that the H erre­ 
shoffs w'ill evoke something that will 
carry away the palm from all preced­ 
ing efforts. 
If they fall, then there is 
Crownlnshield of Boston, who Is work­ 
ing out his peculiar ideas of what a 
yacht should be in the boat the Law ­ 
sons w'iU build, and may prove another 
Burgess in the aquatic field.

UNCLE SAM’S NEW POSTAL WAGON ON THE ROAD. 


This Illustration shows a party of tea pickers at work on a tea farm in 
this country. 
There are at least two products which may be called exotic that 
have not been cultivated to any great extent in the United States. 
These are 
tea and coffee. 
For the latter, It is doubtful if the proper combination of soil 
and climate has been found within the limits of the continental United 
States, though It thrives well in our recent acquisitions, such us Porto Rico, 
the Philippines and Hawaii. 
The cultivation of the tea plant has been going on experimentally for quite 
half a century, and It is known that it can be raised in almost any of our 
seaboard states south of the latitude of Washington. 
In the Carolinas, North 
and South, in Georgia and Florida It has been successfully grown, as well as 
In California. 
The department of agriculture through its experiments has 
demonstrated that it can be made profitable both for family use und also on a 
commercial scale. 
Like the raising of the silkworm, however, it requires an 
abundance of cheap labor, available at certain seasons, and Is particularly 
adapted to the capacities of women and children. 
The secretary of agricul­ 
ture shows that tea can be produced for 15 cents a pound, with an average 
yield of 400 pounds per acre, and that such tea ought to bring not less than 30 
cents in the market.

DtSKJNERS OF DEFENDERS OF THE AMERICA'S CUP 


IMj EARLY half ft century 
ngo~49 
years last August, to be explicit — 
occurred the first real event in in­ 
ternational yachting. W hen the Am er­ 
ica dropped anchor off Cowes, Isle of 
Wight. after her great race w ith the 
Britishers, the ripples started on that 
occasion grew into waves that have 
ainee beat against the shores of two 
hemispheres. 
According to inimitable 
Punch, Queen Victoria was as lovely 
then as she was youthful, and impatient 
to boot. When she inquired of the sig­ 
nal officer w hat vessel was first, rafter 
Waiting all day for news, she was a n ­ 
swered, "The Yankee Is first, your m aj­ 
esty." 
"Ah! 
Then which Is second?” 
she demanded Impatiently. "Alas, your 
majesty, there ain’t no second; nary 
one In sight!" 
And so it has been ever since the cup 
Of the Royal Yacht squadron won by 
the America in 1861 was brought across 
the witter. 
Intrinsically worth about 
the hundred ounces of silver entering 
into Its composition, for artistically it 
is a horror, probably 
£1,000,000 has 
been expended in attem pts to recap­ 
ture this trophy of American skill in 
assmanship. 
Nineteen years after it was carried 
aw ay from England, or in 1870, British 
yachtsm en sent over the Cambria to 
bring it back. She was defeated by the 
Magic. 
The next year the Columbia 
and the Sappho beat the Livonia, and 
five years later, in 1876. the Madeline 
won from the Canadian yacht Countess 
of Dufferln. 
So little was thought of 
these American yachts th at very few 
particulars have been preserved as to 
th eir origin. The Magic and the Colum­ 
bia were owned by Franklin Osgood, 
and of the former it is on record that 
she was last overhauled before the race 
b y the late David Carli of City Island, 
b u t that it was difficult to say who was 
her 
designer. 
The 
America, 
it 
is 
known, was designed by George Steers 
and built by William H. Brown, while 
the Sappho was overhauled under the 
care of Robert Fisk before beating the 
Livonia. 
The Madeline when she beat 
the Canadian was called "an old tim er'’ 
and was owned by J. S. Dickerson. 
Within a ‘score of years the Amer­ 
icans awoke to the real importance of 
the task they had before them of keep­ 
ing the cup on this side the Atlantic, 
and in 1881 Mr. A. Cary Smith designed 
the Mischief, which walked away from 
the Atalanta, designed by Alexander 
Cuthbert. Mr. Smith was an artist who 
took a fancy to yacht designing, and 
because of having been somewhat of a 
pioneer in the field is known by his 
brother 
yachtsmen 
as 
"Old 
Cary,” 
though in years he is by no means so 
ancient. 
He designed the famous Iro­ 
quois, the Titania, etc., and has made 
himself a name. 
When the fifth International chal­ 


lenge came from the other side, the 
Yankee yachtsmen were found thor­ 
oughly alert and determined to hold the 
cup at all hazards. In 1885 was evolved 
the wonderful Puritan. In competition 
with the Priscilla, amiron sloop built at 
Wilmington on plans by A. Cary Smith, 
and with a hull of beautiful propor­ 
tions, the Puritan carried off the palm 
and was assigned to meet the Genesta. 
which hod been designed by J. Beavor 
Webb. The Puritan W’as then the lar­ 
gest “single sticker" (except the old 
Maria) ever built In American waters 
and was the creation of Edw ard B ur­ 
gess, a native of M assachusetts. 
As 


after his graduation from H arvard In i 
1871 his father met w ith heavy financial 
losses, young Burgess went, back to his 
alm a mater as Instructor in entomolo­ 
gy. But besides a taste for classifying 
"bugs." he also had a love for m athe­ 
matics and yachting. 
All his spare 
time In summer as a boy had been put 
In at his father’s country place at Bev­ 


erly, Mass., In sailing catboats and oth­ 
er craft of tile kind; so he was an ex­ 
pert yachtsm an 
before he 
had left 
school. 
He abandoned the insects and 
took to designing, and, being connected 
with Boston’s "upper crust,” It was 
quite natural that he should attract 
the attention of Genera! Paine, the fa­ 
mous old sea dog, who induced him to 


build a yacht for the contest with the 
Genesta. 
Burgess thereupon designed 
the Puritan, which won the famous 
race of 1885; followed her with the 
Mayflower, which sustained his repu­ 
tation In the contest with the Galatea, 
1886, and lastly the Volunteer, which, 
though built In 66 days, beat the Thistle 
In 1887. Thus three years running Bur­ 


gess had won the laurels from E ng­ 
land’s crack designers, Webb and W a t­ 
son. 
He had wrought a revolution in 
yacht designing, as all have acknowl­ 
edged, and there is no predicting to 
what perfection he might have carried 
his accomplishment had not his untim e­ 
ly death occurred In 1891. 
Nobody dies w ithout an heir, how­ 
ever, and long before the race of 1893 
came off the Americans had four crack 
boats in competition to meet the com­ 
ing of Valkyrie II, designed by Watson. 
A Boston syndicate put forth the Pil­ 
grim and the Jubilee, the former built 
from designs by Binney and Stew’art, 
Burgess’ successors, and the latter de­ 
signed by John B. Paine, son of General 
Charles J. Paine of Boston, who owned 
her and who had also defended the cup 
with the Puritan, Mayflower and Vol­ 
unteer. 
New Turk men contracted for the 
Colonia, a true cutter, and the Vigi­ 
lant, a centerboard cutter sheathed 
with bronze. 
Both were designed and 
built by the celebrated Herreshoffs, and 


the bronze boat, the Vigilant, proving 
the best of the quartet, was selected 
to meet D unraven’s yacht, with the 
usual result th at the cup still lingered 
on this side the water. 
Again, In 
1895, W’hen the Valkyrie III was sent 
over on a forlorn hope, the Herreshoffs 
met her with the Defender and sent 
W atson’s latest and best production 
home in disgust. 
They also designed 
and built the Columbia, which met and 
vanquished Lipton’s Shamrock, design­ 
ed by William Fife, Jr., in 1899. 
Thus in ll international races America 
has held her own and come forward ev­ 
ery time with some new and uncon­ 
querable aspirant for honors in John 
Bull's chosen field of prowess. Though 
Burgess is dead, the builders of the tri­ 
um phant trio which succeeded his are 
still living and doing business at the 
old stand. They are so well known th a t 
it might seem a work of supererogation 
to more than mention the famous H er­ 
reshoffs of Bristol, R. I., who have in 
hand the racer which may compete in 
the coming race of 1901. They come of 
deep rooted New England stock and 
have all the sturdy qualities of born 
sailors. 
Though the eldest member of 
the firm, John Brown Herreshoff, is to­ 
tally blind, he can design any kind of 
vessel as well as one possessed of sight. 
In fact, it is said that the only m an 
who can probably surpass him In his 
chosen profession Is his youngest broth­ 
er, Nathaniel Greene, or N at H erre­ 
shoff, who is a past m aster of the art 
and has built more fast yachts perhaps 
than any other man living. 
He has 
been hands and eyes to his blind broth­ 
er, and their minds work In unison to 
produce the most wonderful creations 
of the yacht builders’ skill. Trained by 
long study in technological schools and 
In that best of all schools, experience, 
with unlimited capital at command and 
profiting by the triumphs of former 
years, it is thought that the H erre­ 
shoffs will evoke something that will 
carry aw ay the palm from all preced­ 
ing efforts. 
If they fall, then there is 
Crowninshleld of Boston, who is work­ 
ing out his peculiar ideas of w hat a 
yacht should be in the boat the Law­ 
sons win build, and may prove another 
Burgess in the aquatic field. 
Of indi­

te a and coffee. 
For the latter, it Is doubtful lf the proper combination of soil 
and climate has been found within the limits of the continental United 
States, though it thrives well in our recent acquisitions, such us Porto Rico, 
th e Philippines and Hawaii. 
The cultivation of the tea plan t h a s been going on experimentally for quite 
half a century, and It is known that It can he raised In almost any of our 
seaboard states south of the latitude of Washington. In the Carolinas, North 
and South, in Georgia and Florida it has been successfully grown, us well as 
In C alifornia.' 
The departm ent of agriculture through its experiments has 
dem on strated that It can be made profitable both for family use and also on a 
com m ercial scale. 
Like the raising of the silkworm, however. It requires an 
ab u n d an ce of cheap labor, available at certain seasons, and Is particularly 
adapted to the capacities of women and children. 
The secretary of agricul­ 
ture sh o w s that tea can be produced for 15 cents a pound, with an average 
yield of 400 pounds pet acre, and that such tea ought to bring not less thun 3t) 
cen ts in the market.

IM PORTANT LEGAL DECISION. 
A most im portant decision has been 
handed down in an Indiana court on 
the question of electrolysis. 
This is 
the term applied to the action of cur­ 
rants of high potentiality upon gas and 
w ater pipes. The Judge in 
question 
decided th a t gas and w ater companies 
are entitled to damages for any in­ 
jury to their pipes that can be proved 
to be due to electrolysis of currents 
from the power companies, such as 
electric street railAvays and other con­ 
cerns furnishing electric power.

Is the first decision in which the right 
to recover has been adm itted and it 
will probably give rise to many law­ 
suits as tho effect of electric currents 
on gas and w ater pipes is continually 
resulting in expensive breaks and caus­ 
ing the streets to be tom up in order 
to make repairs.

F or th e la tte r, It la doubtful lf the proper com bination of soil 
and clim ate h as been found w ithin th e lim its of th e co n tin en tal U nited 
States, th ough it th riv es w ell in o ur recent acquisitions, such us P o rto Rico, 
the P h ilippines and H aw aii. 
The cultiv atio n of th e te a p la n t h as been going on ex p erim en tally for qu ite 
h alf a cen tu ry , and It Is know n th a t it can be raised in alm o st an y of our 
seab o ard sta te s south of the la titu d e of W ashington. 
In th e C arolinas, N orth 
an d South, In G eorgia and F lorfda it h as been successfully grow n, as well as 
In C alifornia. 
The d ep a rtm en t of a g ric u ltu re throug h its ex p erim en ts has 
d em o n strated th a t It can be m ade profitable both for fam ily use and also on a 
com m ercial scale. 
Like the raisin g of th e silkw orm , how ever. It requires an 
ab u n d an ce of cheap labor, available a t certain seasons, and is p articu larly 
a d ap te d to th e capacities of wom en an d children. 
The sec re ta ry of a g ric u l­ 
tu re show s th a t tea can be produced for 15 cents a pound, with an average 
yield of 400 pounds per acre, an d th a t such tea ought to bring not less th a n 30 
c e n ts in th e m arket.

Insular case now in hearing before the 
United S ta te s sup rem e court. 
In this 
case, he said, it w as obviously the in­ 
tention of congress, as soon us practi­ 
cable, to m ak e the territory 
a 
port 
I j of the United S ta te s for legislative pur- 
I , poses so th u i the revenue and com m er­ 
cial laws. w hich apply in the United 
States, should operate there. 
“ B ut,” 
he w ent on, "before these laws could be 
put In operation in the Hawaiian is ­ 
lands, it wa* necessary th a t a period of 
p reparation should intervene u tte r the 
passage of th e resolution of a n n e x a ­ 
tion. On Ju ly 7, 1898, when the a n n e x a ­ 
tion resolution w as passed, there were 
no custom * law s of the United States 
in operation in Haw aii and no custom s 
officers of the United States there. The 
custom s law s of H aw aii were inforce 
and they were tile only laWs of th a t 
character. 
I t is obvious therefore, th a t 
if the resolution of annexation im m edi­ 
ately abro gated the customs law s of 
tile Islands, the territory would have 
been left w ithout any custom s laws, 
open to the ships of tile world. 
“If then, the resolution of annexation 
threw open the ports of H aw aii to the 
world a t the sam e time, according to 
the contention of opposing counsel, it 
threw' open the ports of the 
United 
States to ships coming from H aw aii. 
The effect of this would have been to 
give an open door through H aw aii Into 
our ports. 
VYre could not inquire when 
goods cam e into the 
United 
States 
from Hawaii, w heth er they had been 
brought into H aw aii as an entrepot to 
the United S tates." 
Mr. Richard* argued that this sort of 
thing could not be perm itted and h* 
expressed the opinion that if congress 
had believed that such a consequence 
would ensue the resolution of annexa­ 
tion would not have passed w hen It did, 
nor until arrangem ents 
could 
have 
been made to put In operation our cu s­ 
toms and com m erce regulations Imme­ 
diately. So far as custom s m atters are 
concerned eviden tly the islands were 
not to be deem ed a part of the U nited 
S tates for custom s purposes until con­ 
gress should further legislate on the 
m atter by a law extending the U nited 
States custom s law s and regulation* 
to the Islands. 
In conclusion, Mr. Richards said: 
“In the annexation resolution, it w as 
expressly provided that the 
custom s 
regulations of H aw aii should continue 
until congress should extend the cus­ 
tom s law s of the United States to the 
islands. It w as not until the passage 
of Hie act of April 30, 1900, that the is ­ 
lands becam e a part of 
the 
United 
m ates for custom s purpose* by the ex­ 
tension of our law s to them .”

According to Inimitable 
Punch. Queen V ictoria was as lovely 
then aa ahe w as youthful, and impatient 
to boot. 
W hen she Inquired of the sig­ 
nal officer w hat vessel was first, after 
w aiting all day for news, she was an- 
•wered, “The Y an k ee is first, your m a j­ 
e sty .” 
"A h ! 
Then which is second?” 
•he dem anded impatiently. 
“Alas, your 
m ajesty, there ain ’t no second; nary 
•ne in sig h t!” 
And so It has been ever since the cup 
Of the R oyal Y ach t squadron won by 
the A m erica In 1861 was brought across 
the w ater. 
Intrinsically worth about 
the hundred ounces of silver entering 
Into Its composition, for artistically it 
Is a horror, 
probably 
£ 1,000,000 
has 
been expended in attem p ts to reca p ­ 
tu re this trophy of American skill in 
seam anship. 
Nineteen years after it was carried 
aw ay from England, or in 1870, B ritish 
yachtsm en sent over the C am bria to 
bring it back.

The next year the Columbia 
and the Sappho beat the Livonia, and 
five years later, in 1876, the Madeline 
won from the Canadian yacht Countess 
of Dufferin.

There are at least two products which m ay be called exotic th a t 
have not been cultivated to any great extent In the United States. 
These are 
tea and coffee. 
F o r the latter, it Is doubtful lf the proper com bination of soil 
and clim ate has been found within 
the lim its of the continental United 
States, though it thrives well in our recent acquisitions, such as P orto Rico, 
the Philippines and Hawaii. 
The cultivation of tile tea plant h as been going on experim entally for quite 
b ait a century, and it is known th a t it can be raised in almost any of our 
seaboard states south of the latitude of W ashington. 
In the Carolinas, North 
and South, in Georgia and Florida It has been successfully grown, us well as 
In California. 
The department of agriculture through its experim ents has 
dem onstrated th at it can be made prof!tattle both for fumlly use and also on a 
com m ercial acale. 
Like the raising of the silkworm, however, it requires an 
abundance of cheap labor, available a t certain seasons, and is particularly 
adapted to the capacities of women and children. 
The secretary of ag ricu l­ 
ture shows that tea can be produced fur IS cents a pound, with an average 
yield of 400 pounds per acre, and that such tea ought to bring not less than 30 
cents in th* market.

Samuel Roads, Jr., of M arblehead m ov­ 
ed the nom ination of Richard Olney for 
U. S. senator. 
He described 
briefly 
and eloquently Mr. Olney as 
a m an 
with a national reputation. 


D E A N NAMES HOAR. 
R epresentative C. A. Dean of W ake­ 
field placed in nom ination Senator Geo. 
F. Hoar. 
This, he said, he did in 
pursuance of what he believed was for 
the best Interests of the dem ocratic 
patty of M assachusetts. It w as not 
unusual for the dem ocrats lo vote for 
George F. H oar for senator. They had 
done so several tim es and had honored 
them selves In so doing. 
It would be no additional honor to 
R ichard Olney to give him the nom ina­ 
tion.
